Engineering Intern Booth Gets Attention 


Me than one thousand East Bay 
school children got a look at how 
BART's rail cars are made and how the 
Transbay Tube was constructed, thanks to 
the District's Engineering Interns. 

The five interns organized a special dis- 
play at a two-day Science and Technology 
Awareness Fair held in April at the Henry 
J. Kaiser Convention Center in Oakland. 

The interns are Editha Fulgado, Marco 
T. Gomez, Tiffany Li, Albert Pham and 
Musa Yusuf. All of them hold engineering 
degrees and are just completing the first 
year of BART’s two-year internship pro- 
gram. 

Two of the interns worked for BART 
before the organization of the Intern Pro- 
gram. Marco came to work for BART in 
1981 and Tiffany joined the District in 
1985. Both of them obtained their engi- 
neering degree under BART’s Education 
Assistance Program. They worked for 
BART full time and also attended a full 
schedule of classes. Tiffany recalls that it 
was “difficult” to work and go to school at 
the same time, but says “It was well worth 
it?” Marco says the difficult schedule gave 
him a few gray hairs. 

BART’s engineering intern program is 
designed to provide opportunity for engi- 
neer’s with degrees, but without experi- 
ence to start an engineering career at 
BART. 

The first year of the program is designed 
to provide these entry-level engineers the 
opportunity to gain valuable experience 
through rotational assignments in various

Upon successful completion of one year 
as an intern, the entry engineers are ex- 
pected to advance to Assistant Engineer 
and be assigned to an appropriate Engi- 


neering Division for the second year of the 
program. At the conclusion of the second 
year, the interns will have the two years of 
experience required for an Engineer level 
position and can apply for open District 
positions. 

The Intern Program was organized by 
Matthew M. McDole, Department Man- 
ager of BART’s Engineering & Construc- 
tion Department, with the assistance of 
the Affirmative Action and Employee Re- 
lations Departments. Until recently, the 
program implementation was supervised 


by Victoria Nerenberg, who accepted a 
position with Project Management and 
Budget in May. The program will now be 
supervised by Chris Flynn. be 
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Max Tanzo, Jr., on the day shift at the 
Concord Shop, figures a way to reduce the 
possibility of injury from falling friction 
rings.
